1* In accordance with the Station's request, we have reviewed 
Headquarters files on the financial arrangements made with AEDOGM/l 
from the inception of the contact with the agent* In 19li7, 19h8 and 
part of I9U9, ASD0QK4/1 was paid in commodities such as meat, coffee, 
sugar and cigarettes* In April 19^9 he was officially dropped as one 
of the Station' s paid sources* He was recontacted in FAruary 1950 
and was given a "salary” of 8 cartons of cigarettes a month, retroactive 
to 1 January 1950* In July 1950 this alloincnt was doubled and he 
received I6 cartons of cigarettes monthly idiich he was, of course, 
selling on theopen market* In April 19^, Munich requested authoriza- 
tion to place ASDOGKAA agent status with a monthly salary of 
250 DM, plus the usual personal ration of cigarettes and coffee* The 
request was approved by Headquarters and the payments were to be made 
retroactive to 1 January 1951 • 

2, The first mention of an escrow accotmt for 3_ub^’^ect was set 
out in the Memorandum of Oral Agreesnent, effective 1 January 1952, which 
provided that an account was to be opened in the United States In 
Subject' s name, with deposits of $ 100 monthly, as part of Subject' s 
salary* In November 1952 Munich requested authority to give AEDOGMAA 
60c MFC for the travel expenses of his wife who was to visit her 
father and brother in Canada* This advance was deducted from AEDOOr^AA'^ 
dollar credit In the U*S*, leaving a balance at the end of 1952 of 
$600* as set out in the attachment to EOMA-11262* \<e have provided 
this rather com];^ete description of the early financial arrangements 
with AEDOGMAA for the Station' s use In combatting any argumoits he 
may give you 00 the subject. 

3* We regret that we now have to present yon with what may be 
another problem in this case* In reviewing the files during tte 
termination process here at Headquarters, it was discovered that we
